A favorite 
and one-cf the most beautiful objects 
imaginable is a bunch of crystals from 
one of the famous caverns in the hme- 
stone district, Some of these are as clear 
as rock crystal, and are not alone many 
faceted but are often covered in part 
with masses of large and small crystals 
of great brilliancy 
When the faceting 


occurs in certain patterns, the crystal 
has the fire of a precious stone and, in 
a well lighted parlor will throw colored 
lights and fires in every direction. Still 
another beautiful object is a mass of fine 
fern leaf coral, which is found near the 
keys in the middle and eastern part of 
the island. Some of this is BO delicate 
that i(: suggests a petrified cobweb.— 
Margherita Arlina Hamm in New York 
Mail and Express. 


Tamable Ware. 


At the Saveton sale, in London, a few 


years ago, a service of old Sevres ware 
was eold for $5,000. The genuineness 
oi' this set was proved by certificates is- 
sued to tho owners by the French gov- 
ernment, writes F. Vizetelly in Qodey's. 
But by far the most valuable service 
turned out at the Sevres pottery (in 
1778) was made for the Ozarma Cath- 
erine II of Kussia and consisted of 745 
pieces, which cost $65,030 


The Sevres ware, old or modern, is 


usually light in color and daintily dec- 
orated with flowers or figure subjects 
tastefully arranged. 
The porcelain 


itself, although of good texture, is in- 
ferior to that of the English potteries. 
Decorated pieces generally bear pic- 
torial panels on white ground, sur- 
rounded by frames of gilt scrollwork. 
These, as well as the tableware, are 
quite in keeping with the national char- 
acter. Although the Sevres works are 
still in operation, they are kept busy in 
copying ancient Chinese and Japanese 
models instead of increasing their rep- 
utation in the manufacture of the wares 
which made them famous.

LAWFUL KESIDENCK. 


State Officer! Cannot Claim Residence 


Simply tor Political Purpose!. 


EDITOR JOURNAL: It is reported that 


certain office-seekers are endeavoring 
to secure a perch in Washoe county in 
order to furtbur their candidacy. It 
is not the first time in the history of 
Wasboe, politicians have made the 
county a nesting place for political 
purposes just before the date of the 
convention. When a State officer nas 
removed to the capital as the law re- 
quires him to do and enters upon the 
duties of bis office, he may select the 
capital as his home and his future 
place of citizenship, and should be do 
so he forfeits bis right to claim a re»i- 
dence in bis former place of abode 
until he again establishes his right of 
residence where be oan exercise his 
political right, as provided by law. 


The capital becomes the real resi- 


dence of such a person and bis politi- 
cal rights should be exercised there 
until he has acquired a residence else- 
where 
.There is no political act that 


could so conclusively demonstrate 
one's intention to change his place of 
citizenship, than the act of voting at an 
election at a late selected place of resi- 
dence and when a State officer upon 
bis removal to the capital uses the 
ballot by voting at a general State 
election at the capital I know of no act 
that would more clearly manifest the 
intention of permanent residence free- 
ly and pnbllcally declared by such 
person, and he has no right to make a 
convenience of his former residence to 
further his interests for political pre- 
ferment.
